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An Attack on the Freedmen’s Burean.
From the Tribune.

Major-General J. B. Sreedman and Brigadior
General J, 8, Follerton were lately sent Bouth
by the President 1o inspect and reporl on the
Freedmen's Buresn, We do not remember to
have beard of the former ol these officers in
connection with the freedmen, but General Ful
lerton 15 well known as the person who sucs
cocded Mr, Conway In the Commissionership of
Loutsinna, During bis brief adminwstration in
thut State he won the regurd of the New
Orleans Rebels to such an extent thal he was
offeved a dinner on his departure. In hig hands
the Buroau was mansged on the conclliatory
theory; very much to the satistaction of the
planters, but perhaps not greatly to the benafit
of 1he freedmen.

The Gemerals have completed their lour of
Virginin sud North Carclina, The public may
as well understand at the outset that, according
to their report, tne Freedmen's Bareau, which
hus been suppoxed 1o be conducted with Ilair
ability, honesty, and zeal, Is managed In at lenst
one State by a gung ol swindlers aod pick-
pockets, This statement applics more particu-
lurly 1o North Caroling, but even in Virginia the
inspectors are s0 i1l satistied with its operations
that they recommend that the duties ol the
Bureau should be turned over to the officers
command ng troops in the Department. Wher
gyver the Burisu has, in the opinion of the Inspec.
tor-Gencrals, been aseiul, it hoas been so by “act-
ing in harmooy with the elvil officers
of the State.” FElsewhere diflioulty has
arisen  from the “arbitrary, unnecessary,
and inoftensive interference of the agents
of the Bureau with the relations between the
planters and their hired freedmen,” which
creates “n growing prejodice agninst the Gov-
ernment among the planters.” 11 is easy Lo see
by comparing the twe statements that the theory
of the Bureau which General Fullertun put in

ructice in Louisiana still occuples his mind.

o blm the Bureau Is a machine to be emplogyed
for conciliating the Rebels and removing the
“prejudice” they have cherished against the
Governwent durinz the last four years. And
the inspeotors declere explicitly that the pre-
sent Virginia code *“renders the freedmen, in
our opinion, perfectly secure, it left to the care
of the law and the prolection of the troops.”
Of course, it makes no difference, in their
opinion, whether the Bureau be well or ill con-
ducted, In either case, it is 4 nuisance or o
superfluity.

'he burden of the complaint agninst the North
Carolina officers, Is that they are working plan-
tetions on thelr own weeount, General Fuller
ton stales—and we bave no donbt ol the tact—
that among the North Carolinians there is a
universal desire for the removal of the Bureau;
which desire he attmbutes to the “miscondoot”
of the officers of tue Bureau In “werking plan-
tations, running saw-mills, manufscturing tur-
pentine, tar, etc.—operations which bring them,
armed with authority of their official positions,
imto competition with the citizens who are em-
ploying freedmen.” Under the indictment,jGene-
rals Bteedman and Fullerton being to the bar a
lone array of acoused officials, among whom are
Colonel Whittlesey, the chiel Commissioner of
ihe Bureau for North Carolina; Captain F, A,
Seeley, Captain Rosekranz, the Rev. Mr, Filz, the
Rev. Horace James, Captain Wheeler, Chap-
lain  QGlavis, Major J, €. Mann, Major
Wickersham and others, who are emp\ayed a8
superintendents or sub-agents of the Bureau,
Colonel Whittlesey is chareed with being inte-
resied n the cultivation of a laige farm, with
sttempting to concenl his interest, with giving
low wages, and making the most stringent lavor
regulations, to the great detriment of the freed-
men, and incidentally with smothering an inyes.
tigation into the alieged murder of a neero by
his partner, the Hev. Horace James, or by his
clerk, Boyden. The others are all, we believe,
accused of belng conneeted with plantations,
and with manv subsidiary offenses, including
prevarication wbout the facts, cheating the
ne stenling fonr barrels of pork, ex.
changing white sugar for brown, and (inferen.
tially) pocketing the difference, cruelly treating
the ireedmen and subjecting them to exorbitant
taxes for support of the Bureau, selling Govern-
ment property for thelr own use, etc. ete.

1t 15 not our business to enter on 4 defense of
any ol these officers. If any of them have been
guilty of oflenses, we are most desirous they
should be tiied and punished. The goodwill
we bear to the Bureau makes us sollcitons that
wheaver of (s officers abuses his trust should
be exposed and removed. Bot we print here-
with & letier ifrom General Howard, which will
have some influence on the public judgment in
these matters, It 18 written not in reply to the
oflictal report of Generals Steedman and Fuller-
tou—which General Howard had not seen—but
in reply o their unofficial report by the pen of
acurmf)ondvnt of the New York Herald, pub-
lHebed last week, In regard to the genera)
charge that his agents are working plantations,
General Howard does not denv that they are,
but entirely approves their sction in 8o doing.
He does not belleve there has been any speca-
Iation, or prostitution of official position tor pri-
vate ealn. Ho "urg&d the renting and running
of plantations to atford practical examples, and
to éncourage joint companies.” General Howard,
therelore;, and not his subordinates, is responsi.
ble for what Generals Steedman and Fullert m
assume to deseribe us “misconduet” in

Gen. Ben Butler’s Plan of Reconstruction
— Negro Sufliage the Main Question:
From the Herald,

General Ben Butler, having failed with the
Reconstruction Committee of Congress, has de-
livered himeell of his views and his pian of re-
construction before a public meeting in Boston,
We have already published his speech; but as
the pronunciamento of oune of the great
guns of the radical camp, and as the plan

of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher's nominee for
the next Presidency, itig entitled o some spe-
vl attention,

General Butler holds that, having in the con-
guest of the lately rebellious States “‘acquired
the title to nll they potsessed, of life, liherty,
hmdh glaves, richte—constitutional and other-
wlee"—surely we mav require them “to come
and lve with us under the divine law.” What
this learned doctor of divinity regards as the
“‘divine law” will presently appear. There |
are, be rays, two plans of Southern recopstruce |
tion bejore the country—the President's plan
and the plan of Congress, He does not like
the President's plan, becanse there is too much
churity in it; and he cannot admire the Con-
greseional plan, because there 1s too hittle of
charity in 1t. He says the President’s plan
“would be aeood one if all the people in the |
Bouth were loyal,” but that “those who have |
been fighting ue tor four years don't love us,
and don't love the Union, and the fact that |
they have abolished slavery because thay were
forced to do it dov't make them love us any
better; and the fact that they have been ordered
to repudiate the debts of thewr rebellion don't
create that sgdor and affection nmong them |
which they ghould fesl for the Government.” |
Hence the conclusion of General Butler is that
the abounding charity of the Administration
towards those people Is “love’s labor losts” or,
to shorten the argument of tile Genersl by a
